Schooner  Grounded. 
On  Friday  afternoon  last,  schooner 
Lizzie  B.  McNichol,  from  Port  John- 
son for  Portland,  with  300  tons  of  coal 
off  the  entrance  of  the  harbor  with 
sails  badly  torn  and  leaking.

When  once  within  an  old  house  they 
find  abumlant  hiding  plates,  and  oft- 
en passages  from  one  part  of  the 
house  to  another  made  by  their  pred- 
ecessors. Still  much  may  be  done 
to  cir  .uinvenl  them.  All  visible  holes 
through  partitions  and  doors  should 
be  stopped  by  pieces  or  tin.  Old  fruit 
cans,  with  the  sofder  melted  off  an- 
swer for  the  purpose.  The  tin  m:iy  he 
cut  with  a  pair  of  old  sho.trs  and 
lacked  over  tha  hole,  first  punching 
with  an  awl  places  for  the  lacks. 
Where  there  is  a  hole  through  plaster 
ing  or  between  stones  of  a  cellar  wall, 
these  may  be  effectually  stopped  with 
Plaster  of  Paris  mixed  with  coarsely 
broken  glav*.  Thev  cannot  woik 
through  this.  It  is  well  |0  make  a 
study  of  the  ways  of  these  animals  and 
follow-  litem  up.  Ol  course,  alter  in 
terterring  with  their  runs  and  holes  as 
ntuvli  as  possible,  it  is  desirable  to 
caich  those  that  are  in  the  house,  as 
poisoning  is  not  advisable  in  the 
dwelling.  Eveu  the  most  cunning  and 
wily  old  rat  may  be  caught,  if  his  sus 
picions  are  overcome  by  food  in  a  trap 
arranged  not  to  spring,  After  he  lias 
learned  to  feed  in  the  trap  regularly, 
it  may  be  set.  When  a  rat  has  been 
caught,  the  trap  should  be  soaked  in 
water  for  some  days,  else  some  will 
avoid  it.  Trapping  rats  requires  tact.
